BBIEF HISTORY OK THE CRIME 


Attempt Made to Extort a Confer 


slon From Blume—The 


Jury. 


The trial of Michael Blume, charged 


with tho murder of A. G. Haekiu, be 
in Judge Holmea* department of the su- 
perior court yesterday morning. As ' ' 
ant District Attorney Walser appeared 
for tbe people and ou his motion At- 
torney K. S. Van Meter was ent.-red as 
associate counsel. 
Attorneys W. K 


Jacobs and G. C. Freman represented 
the defendant. 


After the reading of tlie information 


the work of empaoelir.g a jury was be- 
gun. It was very slow work, indeed, 
and when the court adjourned at 5 
o'clock ju the afternoon only one juror 
of the thirteen examined had been 8C 
cepttd. Bis name is II. G. Woods and 
he was the first ou the list, 


Tne examination the jurors are being 


put to ie a very searching one, and it is 
not at all improbable that it will t ke an 
of today and part of tomorrow to com- 
plete the panel. 
Of the first twelve 


talesmen B;I were excused because they 
had formed an opinion us to tbe guilt or 
innocence of tbe defendant. 
As the 


murder waa widely published at the 
time, the ideal j.iror who has not read an 
account of it in*the papers is naturally a 
rara avis. 


Blume, the defendant, eat behind his 


attorney e. He has the appearance of 
being a complete physical wreck, and 
even if convicted will hardly die on tbe 
gallows. He*has for a long lime beon 
addicted to tbe morphine habit, using 
hypodermic injections of the drug, and 
ia very frail looking. He moves about 
with difficulty. Blume also lets hie head 
hang down on oue side as if his epine 
had been severed, the result, it is said, 
of the suspension eome Kangor people 
subjected him to in order to extort a con- 
fession from him. 


The widow of the murdered man was 


also in court. She was clad in deepest 
mourning, nod was an attentive listener. 
The attendance was small yesterday, but 
will be largo cnouch when tho testimony 
begins, for tbe case is an interesting one. 
The circumstances ot the crime are 
briefly an follows: 


Haskin wan a lumber herder on the 


Smith & Moore flume. On tbe morning 
of May 20,1802, lift was found lying be- 
neath the llnmo about four miles from 
Hancer. On examination it was discov- 
ered that his eltoil watj fractured, hia jaw 
aevorely bruised and several teeth miea- 
ing, and one of his arms broken, lie 
waa alive but unconscious. 


Haakiu waa tnken to Banger by tho 


men. It was at first supposed that ho 
hud made u misstep in tlio dark and 
fallen from the flume, which is eighteen 
feet high at thut point. The injured 
man recovered conecIouanOES alter 
it 


while, and told a Story that put an end 
to tho accidental theory (it once, 80 fur 
AS those who hnnrd it were concerned. 


He stated that, while walking al011,4 


tlie 'Qotboard of tlio, flume a short Urno 
after nightfall, Ufl wna pushed off hy a 
mau armed with a pole or long piece ol 
board. After 1m hail fal.en to the ground 
he wns set upon by tho man and two 
others, brutally beaten with clubs iiml 
left for <load.

The motive for 
the deed was stated to IM revenge. At 
tho May duy picnic at Cclltorville IlaH- 
kln, who was manager of the affair, hail 
refused to allow Illumo to sell liquor 011 
tho grouudn,nnd Blume is said to hate 
threatened to cot even with him. 


Bin mo was arrested and charged with 


nn ftfiftaiilt with intout to commit murder. 
When Haskiti died a week or eo later the 
charge was changed to murder, Urs. 
Haekln swearing to tho complaint. 


What gives this case addition interest 


ia tbo attempt, or alleged attempt to ex- 
tort a confession from Blume by eome 
persons in Sanger. BluinVn preliminary 
jxamination was held in Hanger soma 
time last July. It was completed in the 
norning of the second day and resulted 
n fcie being held to answer. For some 
season never stated Blame was *ios 
brought back to this city immediately 
utter the examination, but waa lodged in 
.he Sanger calaboose. That night a

Ho wns conducted in a vehicle to whero 


Haekin had been found. Arrived there 
a rope was put around hiu nuck and be 
waanekod to cocfoBB to tho murder of 
:ifiskln. 
lilumo refused, saying bo had 


nothing to do with the mnrder and know 
nothing about it. Upon this the end of 
.ho rope wea flung over n projecting 
leam in tho flume end he WHB suspended 
or a brief p'eriod. 


He was unconecione when lat down, 


>ut when lie came too ho was again 
naked to confess. He reiterated his in- 
nocenco and woe suspended onco more 
until he was unconscious. WhonTb- 
vived he was again aaked to confess and 
again he denied nil knowledge of the 
murder. Seeing they could do nothing 
with him ho wuj taken back to ttmcala- 
t>oose as quietly aa ho had been taken 
Erom it. 


Such wes Blume's story and be showed 


a red ridge around his neck In eupport of 
it. The Sanger people were very ind:g- 
nant when the account of the occurrence 
was published and claimed that if auy 
it tempt to hang Blume had been made 
ie, himself, was the guilty one. This 
npisode will no doubt he thoroughly gone 
Into at the trial.
